brooder houses IB to 10 feet wide the. 
aisle ls| usually'in the rear .of the 
house, with hovers arranged neit to 
the aisle. Double-brooder houses are 
generally 25 to 30 feet wide and have 
a center aisle, with hovers either un-' 
der or on both sides of the aisles. The 
aisles are usually 3 feet wide nnd the 
brooder pens 6 to 8 feet in width. 
From 75 to 100 ducklings nre kept In 
each pen In the brooder house. 


The style aifd construction of. the 


brooder house depend on the brooding 
system used. If ducks are raised in 
warm w,eathcr, feeding sheds, the sides 
of which are open a foot or more 
above the ground, are commonly used. 
Brooderbouse yards are from SO to 
100 feet deep, with divisions -corre- 
sponding In width to the pens In the 
house. 


FOOD" MATERIAL FOR PLANTS1 


Nitrogen, Phosphorus, Potassium and, 


. Less Frequently, Calcium and 


Sulphur Are tacking. 


Plants, like animals, muse have cer- 


tain definite food materials. Two of 
these,-Iron and magnesium, afe pres- 
ent In amounts su/ncient for all plants 
In uearly all soils. Three others, car- 
bon, hydrogen and OTygen are taken 
from the air and water. They are 
therefore abundant The other _ five 
may be so lacking In any; given soil, 
as to limit plant growth. -These are 
nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium and, 
less fluently, calcium and sulphur.
